Cold Spell

Scientists Ridicule Earthquake Prophets In California 
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LOS 
ANGELES

— 
Against all scientific evidence 
p rop hets of doom say Ap ril is 
the month when a sup er earth ­ 
quake will top p le half of Califor 
ilia into the Pacific. 
Scientists say this talk is ri­ 
diculous and that while the dan­ 
ger of a m ajor earthquake ex­ 
ists, no one can say when it will 
hap p en. 
Nonetheless, nerves ore get­ 
ting jum p ier day by day. 
Here are some sym p tom s in­ 
dicating the sp read of Califor­ 
nia’s newest attack of earth­ 
quake jitters: 
—Los Angeles Civil Defense 
Coordinator William Frank says 


he has received more than 1,200 
p hone calls and 500 letters since 
early 
March 
requesting p am ­ 
p hlets on what to do in case of 
an earthquake. 
—A sp okesman for Los An­ 
geles city schools says children 
have become so disturbed by 
widesp read rum ors that many 
teachers have taken tim e out 
from studies to review disaster 
p rocedures for their classes. 
—Eleven m em bers of the Fel­ 
lowship of the Ancient Mind, a 
p sychic cult that claim s to be 
6,000 years old, showed up at 
City Hall March 11 in flowing 
robes and clerical collars seek­ 
ing a salvage p erm it that would 
allow them to help restore the 


city after an earthquake they 
said they exp ected soon. 
—A calyp so tune called “ Day 
after Day” which forecast im ­ 
minent disaster has jum p ed in 
three weeks from 20th to 7 th 
p lace on radio station KHJ’s 
comp ilation 
of 
retail 
record 
sales. 
—Publishers rep ort a bonanza 
in magazine articles and books 
dealing with fictional forecasts 
of a cataclysm . One of them , 
“ The Last Days of the Late 
G reat State of California,” has 
become a best-seller In Los An­ 
geles bookstores. 
The book p icks December as 
the month of catastrop he, but 
for some reason Ap ril is the 


p op ular choice of rum ors. 
The only Ap ril date which 
conceivably m ight have some 
scientific basis is Ap ril 16. On 
that date the sun and moon will 
be lined up , exerting a gravita­ 
tional p ull that will m ake the 
earth’s crust bulge a foot or 
more In their direction. 
Last March 7 Dr. C. Hewitt 
Dix, 
Caltech 
geop hysicist, 
is­ 
sued a rep ort saying, 
*“ 111686 
gravitational forces may have 
touched off the disastrous July 
21, 1952, earthquake in Califor­ 
nia’s Kern County.” T hat m ag­ 
nitude 7 .7 quake and its after­ 
shocks cost 14 lives and $60 mil­ 
lion dam age. 


But the rep ort also p ointed out 
that the sun and moon line up 
once every 27 days and there is 
no way of p redicting when or 
where this tidal force may trig­ 
ger the stresses that lead to 
earthquakes.

Family Keeps Grief Private 
A t Rites For Eisenhower 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ma­ 
mie Doud Eisenhower’s eyes 
never left the flag-shrouded cas­ 
ket of the husband whose last 
thoughts and words were for 
her. 
Twice she seemed to fight 
back tears. 
Amid the great assemblage of 
world and national leaders in 
the Capitol rotunda, the former 
president’s wife of nearly 53 
years was calm and composed.

Scientists Ridicule Earthquake Prophets In California 


LOS 
ANGELES 
(AP) 
— 
Against all scientific evidence 
prophets of doom say April is 
the month when a super earth­ 
quake will topple half of Califor 
nia into the Pacific. 
Scientists say this talk is ri­ 
diculous and that while the dan­ 
ger of a major earthquake ex­ 
ists, no one can say when it will 
happen. 
Nonetheless, nerves are get­ 
ting jumpier day by day. 
Here are some symptoms in­ 
dicating the spread of Califor­ 
nia's newest attack of earth­ 
quake jitters: 
—Los Angeles Civil Defense 
Coordinator William Frank says 


he has received more than 1,200 
phone calls and 500 letters since 
early March requesting pam­ 
phlets on what to do in case of 
an earthquake. 
—A spokesman for Los An­ 
geles city schools says children 
have become so disturbed by 
widespread rumors that many 
teachers have taken time out 
from studies to review disaster 
procedures for their classes. 
—Eleven members of the Fel­ 
lowship of the Ancient Mind, a 
psychic cult that claims to be 
6,000 years old, showed up at 
City Hall March ll In flowing 
robes and clerical collars seek­ 
ing a salvage permit that would 
allow them to help restore the 


city after an earthquake they 
said they expected soon. 
—A calypso tune called “ Day 
after Day” which forecast im­ 
minent disaster bas jumped in 
three weeks from 20tb to 7th 
place' on radio station KHJ’s 
compilation 
of 
retail 
record 
sales. 
—Publishers report a bonanza 
in magazine articles and books 
dealing with fictional forecasts 
of a cataclysm. One of them, 
“The Last Days of the Late 
Great State of California,” has 
become a best-seller In Los An­ 
geles bookstores. 
The book picks December as 
the month of catastrophe, but 
for some reason April is the 


popular choice of rumors. 
The only April date which 
conceivably might have some 
scientific basis is April 16. On 
that date the sun and moon will 
be lined up, exerting a gravita­ 
tional pull that will make the 
earth’s crust bulge a foot or 
more In their direction. 
Last March 7 Dr. C. Hewitt 
Dix, Caltech geophysicist, 
is­ 
sued a report saying, “ These 
gravitational forces may have 
touched off the disastrous July 
21, 1952, earthquake in Califor­ 
nia’s Kern County.” That mag­ 
nitude 7.7 quake and its after­ 
shocks cost 14 lives and $60 mil­ 
lion damage. 


But the report also pointed out 
that the sun and moon line up 
once every 27 days and there is 
no way of predicting when or 
where this tidal force may trig­ 
ger the stresses that lead to 
earthquakes. 
A 
Caltech 
report 
released 
Sunday said new studies indi­ 
cate the possibility of a quake in 
Southern California has been at 
least temporarily reduced. 
Several experts have assumed 
that a strain is building up 
along a great crack that runs 
north and south through Califor­ 
nia 
called 
the 
San 
Andreas 
Fault, and that a major earth­ 
quake Is overdue. 


New studies indicate, howev­ 
er, that the strain has been sig­ 
nificantly 
relieved 
by 
earth­ 
quakes near the fault in 1925, 
1941 and 1952, Caltech said. 
William T. Pecora, director of 
the U.S. Geological Survey, told 
a Senate Appropriations sub­ 
committee March 25 it is inevl 
table that California will be hit 
in this century by an earth­ 
quake of the force of the one 
which wrecked San Francisco in 
1906. 
“We are predicting,” be said, 
“another 
massive 
earthquake 
certainly within the next 30 
years and most likely in the 
next decade or so.”

PARIS (AP) — Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge says some 
slow progress has been made at 
the Vietnam peace talty, citing 
as evidence the fact that all the 
participants are “sitting around 
the same table and talking.” 
Lodge also does not believe a 
military victory is possible for 
either side, thus making a -nego­ 
tiated settlement the only alter­ 
native. 
“For the first Cone in the his­ 
tory of the war, the key belliger­ 
ents on both sides are meeting 
face to face,” the chief U.S. rep 
resentative at the Paris peace 
talks said in a weekend inter 
view. We now have a structure 
here in Paris to exchange views 
with the other side . . . Through 
the exchange of statements an: 
rebuttals, each side is learning 
what is Important to the other 
side.” 
Lodge refused to answer ques­ 
tions about secret meetings, 
prospects for a more flexible 
Communist position, the pooai 
bility of a Soviet role in a settle 
ment, or whether mutual with 
drawal of foreign forces from 
South Vietnam is possible with 
out an admission by Hanoi that 
it has troops there. 
But he spelled out the Nixon 
administration’s basic policy po­ 
sition—that the United States is 
not seeking a military victory in 
Vietnam, is ready for “serious 
negotiations” toward a political 
solution, and wants to reduce 
the scale of hostilities as soon as 
possible. 
As regards withdrawal of 
troops, we have made clear our 
readiness in discussing the mu­ 
tual withdrawal of all non-South 
Vietnamese forces from South 
Vietnam. These various with­ 
drawals could begin simultane­ 
ously,” Lodge said. 
“As for political matters, we 
have always recognized it a 
satisfactory way to bring out 
the participation of the National 
Liberation Front in the political 
life of South Vietnam is perti­ 
nent to an over-all settlement 
and can be discussed in Paris.” 
But he added; “It is not for ei­ 
ther Hanoi* or Washington to dic­ 
tate to the South Vietnamese 
about their future.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
top Democrat teed off Friday 
against the Ohio Department of 
Highways’ proposal to construct 
fancy welcoming signs on inter­ 
state highways leading into the 
state.

Ironically, although manpower losses 
on both sides of the Vietnam conflict 
have been rising es a result of the

Long Series O f Ifs' Marked Life O f Dwight Eisenhower

A 
strange pattern appears 
again and again in the whole of 
Dwight D. Eisenhower’s story, a 
sequence of events that seems 
almost to have preordained him 
for his great role in history.

Sheer 
accident brings him to other 
turning points. If he had made a 
different decision at a particu­ 
lar moment, or lf events had de­ 
veloped differently, it is ex­ 
tremely unlikely that he would 
have been chosen to lead the 
mightiest army in history, and 
then to be elected President of 
the United States.

stamina to work long hours. He 
took advantage of his opportuni­ 
ties, but nothing came to him on 
a si1 ver platter.

“Swede” often came to the 
creamery at night to pass the 
time with Ike.

He pic­ 
tured the fun they could have to­ 
gether. They might even be 
roommates. But he touched the 
most responsive chord when he 
said, “Look at it this way, Ike. 
Here’s a chance for an educa­ 


tion and you don’t have to pay 
for it.” 
The thought took root 
Ike promptly wrote to both 
Kansas Senators asking for an 
appointment to Annapolis. One, 
J. L. Bristow, replied that he 
proposed to fill them in competi­ 
tive examinations. May the best 
man win. 
With 
“Swede’s” 
help, 
Ike 
crammed furiously for a month 
and then went to Topeka for the 
examinations. Playing it safe, 
he did not express a preference 
for the Naval Academy. He took 
the

schools. 
To his immense delight, the 
senator later advised him that 
he had scored highest (among 
four applicants) for the appoint­ 
ment to the Naval Academy and 
second (among eight) for West 
Point. 
Then came a cruel shock. 
Having passed his 20th birth­ 
day, Ike was ineligible because 
of age for Annapolis. Bristow 
wrote that the boy who had 
scored No. I in the test for the 
Military Academy would not be 
taking

therefore he was awarding it to 
Ike. 
Both boys were deeply disap­ 
pointed. But, Hazlett recalled 
later, “Ike mumbled something 
about not looking a gift horse in 
the mouth.” So it was to be 
West Point, not Annapolis. 
He was luckier than he real­ 
ized. 
Suppose he had attended the 
Naval Academy. With his at­ 
tainments. 
he

have 
reached the rank of Admiral. 
But would he have become the 
first Admiral elected President 
of the United States?

However, a serious question 
arose as to whether he should 
be commissioned.

(Ei­ 
senhower said that in the en­ 
suing years more than two doz­ 
en Tufts alumni: each told him 
that he had been the one who in­ 
flicted the injury and apologized 
“for hitting you so hard.” He 
siaid, wryly, that he often won­ 
dered how many men Tufts had 
on the field that day!) 
Characteristically, he ignored 
the pain. Then, in a cavalry 
drill, he jumped from his horse 
and the knee buckled like a 
jackknife. He was hospitalized, 
in traction part of the time, for 
30 days.
